The date for Lord Cromer’s departure from 


at times Egypt is now fixed for May 6. In less than

' given the best years of his life will know him | 
hey more. But, though there must ‘be an ele. 
ment of sadness in such parting, the general 
tribute of admiration and respect which he © 
will carry away with him can hardly fail to 
fill his mind with deep satisfaction. It is much, | 
says the “ Times” to have earned the grati. 
tude of his own countrymen for the great 
things which he has done in their name, It is 


‘}mach to have won the frank and generous _ 


praise of other nations, some of whow have . 
been strongly opposed in the past to certain 
features in the policy which he pursued, but — 
who now recognize with one accord that the 
great English statesman and administrator has _ 
deserved well of civilization. But we fancy that 
even more grateful to hisears thanthe com. ‘ 
mendations of either must be the cry of 
regret at his departure which goes up from 
the people Le has so long helped to rule, The 
European Press acknowledges the greatness of | 
the man and of his services without reserve. 
The native organs, including some of the more 
moderate advocates of a Nationalist policy, 


‘| pay homage to his statesmanship, to his zeal 


for progress, and to his devotion to the interests 
of Egypt. Down to the peasants of distant 
provintes and to the poor in the streets of the 


‘| capital, all classes of the Egyptian people, 


without distinction of creedor of race, are — 
expressing their grief at his resignation and — 
their thanks for his labours in the cause of their 
country, Whilst the Khedive in the course of 
a farewell audience expressed to him his regret, 
many members of the Khedirvial family, of the 
Legislative Couacil, and of the General <As- 
sembly, the Ministers, the chief officials, the 
Patriarchs and Bishops of the Christian 
Churches, the dignitaries of the Jewish and 
Moslem communities, the principal Judges of . 
the Mixed and Native Tribunals, Tarkish and 
Egyptian Pashas, and Sheikhs of the Bedouin 
tribes have gone to the British agency to do 
honour to the “father and regenerator of 
Egypt,” asa Coptic journal calls him, Not 
less significant is the grief with which the 
news of his departure is received in the 
provinces, The local rulers of the people openly 
lament the loss which is about*to befall them, 
and it is instructive to learn that the older 
men, whocan remember the abuses of the old 
régime, which Lord Cromer has‘done so much 
to abolish, are loudest in their regrets, No 
class in Egypt has derived greater: or more 
palpable benefits from his administration than 
the peasant cultivators of the soil. They are 
not ungrateful, and many letters, we are 
assured, have reached him which bear touching 
witness to their feelings, No testimony to his 
services can be more acceptable, we are con- 
fident, to a ruler such as he, 
That Mustapha Kamel Pasha should seize 
this occasion to indulge in a bitter and men- 
dacious attack upon the man whom al! the 
world is praising, and that Abdul Hamid’s 
representative in’ Egypt should bear witness 
to the high character of Lord Cromer’s tradu- 
cer, is natural and intelligible, The charges 
which the editor of “El Lewa” brings against 
the statesman who has created modern Egypt 
are a measure of his sincerity and intelligence. : 
Whatever credence such accusations may find 
amongst the ignorant and fanatical clique to 
which they are addressed, they are tog palpab- 
ly false to command belief amongst educated 
men of any nationality or of any political opin- 
ions. To say that Lord Cromer has deprived 
the poor of education and that he has attacked 
the Moslem faith may gratify Mukhtar, who, 
as the Sultan’s representative, is as authorit- 
ative a champion of freedom anf Parliament- 
ary institutions as Mustapha Kamel. The 
blessing which the Turkish Pasha bestows on. 
the Egyptian “patriot” is, however, perhaps 
less likely to strengthen than to weaken what- 
ever inclination sentimental politicians in Eu- 
ropean countries may have felt to sympathize 
with Egyptian “Nationalism” as Mustapha 
Kamel and Mukhtar understand and expound 
it. Lord Cromer has taken the measure of the 
movement and has explained it to his country- 
men. It is natural that the champions of the 
agitation should resent its exposure,

Sharaki Lands. 

A decree has been issued by the Ministry of 
Public Works prohibiting from the 15th of 
May and until further notice the watering of 
‘Sharaki lands in Lower and Middle Egypt, 
with the exception: of those reserved for the 
cultivation of rice, vegetables, and like cul- 
tures. 


The Swiss in Egypt. 

Two Swiss papers refer to the creation of 
a Swiss-General Consulate in Alexandria. The 
Consul General in Cairo is. alse to have the 
attribute of a Diplomatic Agent. The creation 
of both Consulates is thought to be necessary 
in consideration of the considerable traffic bet- 
ween Switzerland and Egypt. At. present the 
Swiss are under the French or German Con- 
sulates. 


The Russian Affair. 

The Procureur General of Trieste has issued 
what is known as an “Ordonnance de non lieu” 
in the case of Mr. Alfred Campos’s connection 
with the recent Anti-Russian manifestation 
at Alexandria. Another question arising out 
of the same affair was dealt with this morning 
at the Italian Consular Court at Alexandria 
when the libel actions brought by Mr. Her- 
zenstein were pleaded. The defendants are the 
persons who signed a pamphlet which was 
published during the excitement.

A Successful Company. 

The directors of Babcock and Wilcox who 
are represented in Egypt :by the British 
Engineering Company of Alexandria have 
declared a dividend of 2s, 4 45d, per share 
(including bonus), free of income-tax, making 
with interim dividend, a total dividend of 16 
per cent. anda bonus of 4 per cent. for the 
year 1906. Since its re-registration in 1900 
this remarkably successful company of water- 
tube steam boiler manufacturers ‘has -rapidly 
progressed. For 1900 the ordinary shares in 
the new company received 12 1/2 per cent. ; 
for 1901, 15; for 1902 and 1903, 17 ; and for 
1904, 20; while in June, 1905,. a bonus of 50 
per cent. was paid in: ordinary shares out of 
the reservé fund, 

Red Tape 

An amusing instance of official red-tape is 
mentioned by Lord Cromer in his Report. He 
remarks: I have on'tormer occasions frequently 
alluded to the tendency which exists amongst 
officials in Egypt to multiply correspondence 
unnecessarily. I have now before me a typical 
instance of the abuse to which I allude. It 
consists of an official file of thirty- -one pages, 
all typewritten. The first paper is dated \the 
26th February, 1905, and is the translation ot 
an’ Arabic deed, from which it appears that 
“the wise man Mohamed Osman Ali-el-Zaker, 
from’ Benyan, Assovan Province, bonght from 
his nephew, Mohamed Ali-Zaker, from thesame 
village and province, half of a donkey forthesum 
of 195 Tuakish piastres.”’ It seems that a doubt 
arose as to'whether the donkey had been bought 
or stolen. On this subject, 73 official notes are 
recorded by various officials, residing at 
Assouan, Dongola, Cairo, and elsewhere. The 
last of these notes is dated the 11th November, 

1906, and the question of the ownership of the 
donkey, although it had been under discussion 
for one year and nine months, was apparently,

The Greek community of Khartvenn have 
sent the following ‘telegram to Lord Cromer 
through their President,Mr. Angelo Capato:— 


As President of the\ Greek community at} 


Khartoum and on behalf of.the Greeks through- 
out the Anglo Egyptian Sudan, I beg to ex- 
press the regret with which we hear of:your 
Lordship’s illness and retirement, tothank you 
for all you have done for us in the past, and 
to offer our hopes for the early return of your 
Lordship’s health. It is almost impossible to 
imagine that your unexpected retirement will 
not retard this country’s progress, and we can 
only trust that your successor will continue 
to proceed upon the path so clearly and well 
marked by you in the past. We trust your 
Lordship will accept this expression of the 
feeling of the Greek commonity of this vast 
territory as a true and heartfelt. one. 

Lord Cromer replied as follows :— 

I beg you to accept and to counnanieate 6 to 
the Members of the Hellenic Community in the 
Sudan the expression of my sincerest thanks 
for the telegram | have just received. I trust 
that the members of that community whose 
valuable services and spirit of enterprise I 
have had sounany’ occasions to recognise will 
continue to floutish in health and prosperity. 

A similar telegram was sent to his Lordship 
by Shahin Bey George, president of the Syrian 
community in Khartoum. 


SIR ELDON GORST. 


(Frem ouR own CoRRESPONDENT). 
Port Said, Wednesday. 

Sir Eldon and Lady Gorst arrived here this 
morning by the Brindisi mail steamer,Osiris at 
5.30 am. No officials boarded the Osiris till 
7 a.m. when Mr. D. A. Cameron, C B., H.B.M’s 
Consul and the Governor arrived. The party 
left the steamer about half past seven for the 
Customs Honse stage, where they were met by 
other officials, including Dixon Bey;-Schalch 
Bey, Mr. Dumont, Principal Agent of the Suez 
Canal Co., and Mr Tarell, Director ofCustoms.

ARRIVAL ATCAIRO, 


Sir Eldon and Lady-orst arrived at Cairo 
at 12.10 p.m. and were met at the station by 
Lewa Watson Pasha, representing the Khedive, 
Lady Cromer, Moustafa Pasha Fahmy, Mr. A. 
D, Alban, Mahmoud Sidki Pasha, Mr, and Lady 
Valda Machell, Mansfield Pasha, Bernard 
Pasha, Crookshank Pasha, Mr ‘Trevithick, 
and others. The train by which Sir Eldon 
and Lady Gorst arrived was drawn bya new 
engine which has been named “Lady Cromer.” 


PREMATURE NEWS. 


The English portion of our Cairo contempor- 
ary “L/Orient,” in its issue this morning, 
reports the meeting of the British Colony 
which is to be held to-morrow. Such premature 
reporting is pnexampled, we should think, 
even in the case of American journalism. Here 
is the paragyapn from the paper to which we 
refer :-

at Alexandria met yesterday to express regrets 
at the departure of Lord Cromer. 

“A telegram expressing this was. sent to 
Loid Cromer, and he was asked to pass through 
Alexandria when leaving Egypt that the British 
Colony ‘might make a demonstration in his 
honour.”

SUDAN aac HUNTING. 

Mr. Luigi Beretta, of Milan, who. is well- 
known in big game hunting circles in Europe 
has just returned from a hunt in the Sudan, 
In spite of the excessive heat, Mr. Beretta 
suceeded in obtaining a plentiful bag, including 
a fine specimen of the African bison, the horns 
of which measured 34 inches from tip to tip. 
Mr. Beretta was accompanied by the renowned 
naturalist Dr. David, who rendered, valuable 
services in the scientific exploration of the 
trip. All the arfangements were carried out 
by the Cairo-Office of the Hamburg American 
Line under the super pervision of the Manager, 
Mr. D.E, Munari, 

The full returns of animals ki!led during the 
past year are not yet, complete, but it is 
believed that the number will be about the 
same as in 1905—that is to say, 2,160, Game 
in the sanctuary has been as little disturbed as 
possible. Very few animals were killed in it by 
the officials stationed within its boundaries, 
The officers’ reserve has been less shot than in 
1905. 105 head of game were killed in it, against 
153 in the preceding year. The game laws have 
been observed ina most satisfactory manner 
during the year. There have been no serious 
cases of infringement, The confiseation of the 
tusks of six cow elephants shot during the 
year, and of the tusks of an undersized bull, 
was the only action taken under the Ordinance.

CAIRO LAND VALUES. 


In our issue ofthe 23rd instregarding the 
sale of the Standard Life ‘Building, in Cairo, 
at L.E. 58 per metre, we are informed that the 
price should be L.E. 584 per.ametre We also 
stated that this was the highest» price realised 
to date for. any property in Cairo. On further 
enquiry, however, we find that this is not so, 
as several properties -have' changed ~hands at 
much higher prices. In the Kasr-el-Nil street, 
some months ago, the National ‘Bank peid 
L.E. 60 per metre for a piece of land ..witha 
very small frontage on the street ;:and fora 
corner piece almost “opposite, in the same 
street, L.E. 75 per metre:was refused. In the 
same street again, on a pieceof land with no 
frontage, owned by three partners, two of the 
partners bonght out . the. interest of the.third 
at LE. 6apet metre. 

In the Mousky quarter, even higher prices 
than thése have been paid. Over a year ago a 
fair sized property changed hands .in the 
Mousky at LE. 65-per metre, and the present 
proprietor is obtaining 124% on his money-at 
that price. The Wakfs Administration refused 
L.E. 100 per metre ‘for land just outside the 
Mousky, and several similar properties have 
changed hands at prices ranging. from L.E..80 
to L E 90 per.metre. 

It is true that buyers for suburban ‘land ont- 
side Cairo are not so plentiful as they were, 
but for anything in the way of choice sites in 
the main streets of Cairo buyers are plentiful 
and the prices continue to rise, and in th 
opinion of experts will continuecto do so unti til 
L E. 100 per.metre is reached, thatis to say if 
there are good frontages. (

SUDAN TELEGRAPHS. 


EXTENSION SOUTHWARDS. 


When the late Mr. Cecil Rhodes was in 
Cairo some few years ago, he spoke to Lord 


Cromer on the subject of establishing direct } 


telegraphic communication between the north 
and the south of Africa. So far as .the Egyptian 
and Sudanese portion of this work is concern- 
ed, the execution of the idea is: within a meas- 
urable distance of completion. Telegraphic] ; 
communication has for some while existed 
between Khartoum and Tewfikieh, whichis 


situated at the junction of the Sobat‘und|; 


White Nile. Owing tothe vast extent of-marsh 
which exists between Tewfikieh and the Bahr- 
el-Ghazal Province, it ‘was decided not to 
extend the line from the terminus at Tewfi- 
kieh to . Meshra-er-Rek, but * to facilitate 
rapid communication by means of ‘small 
oil-launches. A weekly service was instituted 
between these two places early in January 
1906. In the winter of 1904-05, a telegraph 
line was constructed from Meshra-erRek to 
Waw, and“thence to Tonj. This line was ‘sub- 
sequently extended to Rumbek, a distance of 
80 miles, where a telegraph station was opened 
on the 15th April, 1906. A tract was then cut 
to Mvolo (60 miles), a reconnaissance of the 
country between Bor and Mvolo was made by 
Major Turner, R.E, andthe ‘line to the ‘latter 
place is now in course of construction. On its 
completion, Khartoum will be in communica- 
tion with Uganda by telegraph to 'Tewfikieh, 
thence by telegraph launches to »-Meshra-er- 
Rek, and from the latter place by telegraph to 
Gondokoro. The question now presents itself 
of howto fill up the difficult gap south of 
Tewfikieh. After full consideration, and an ex- 
amination of the country, it has been decided to 
carry the telegraph line 100 miles: along the 
east bank of the Babr el Zeraf, and phskcs 
across the Iwi country to Bor. A line already 
exists'from Bor to Gondokoro. It was opened 
on the 19th April, 1906. Thus, before long 
there will he direct telegraphic communication 
from Alexandria to the’centre of Africa.
